OtuasiA Tryinc to Hedge on Hek Recent 

A8SURA*0E8TOPRIftCE ALEXANDER. 

New York, Sept. I;").— A cablegram 
declares that Labouchere ways; The 
Ministers are extremely desirous of 
preventing, or at least of postponing, 
Prince Alexander's impending visit 
to his English relatives. They are 
quite right for there is no earthly rea- 
son why he should bo brought to Eng- 
land at present. His coming over in 
compliance with the invitation which 
has been sent to him with such elaborate 
ostentation, would be simply ridiculous, 
a sort of defiance to the courts of St. 
Petersburg. BHrlin and Vicuna. The 
Queen should be reopectfuliy advised 
to empty her head of the Battenbergs, 
who have 61 ! ed it a great deal too long. 
If the Bulgarians are wise, tbey will 
take the opportunity when they are 
electing an exicutire head to select 
some Bulgarian and give him a gmall, 
but adequate salary. J cannot under- 
stand why these peasants, for in the 
main they are peasants, should deem 
it necessary to import a German 
Prince with a huge salary and all the 
wretched tomfooleries of a court in 
their country. 

Sofia, Sept. 15. — The diffidence of 
the Bulgarian Government and people 
toward Russia |is growing, because 
Russia is endeavoring to alternate, if 
not to deny the promises made by her 
to the Prince in person regarding the 
unification of Bulgaria and Eastern 
Roumelia on the one hand and the in- 
dependence of Bulgaria on the other. 
The Russian representative at Sofia 
declared the appointment of a regency 
was in no wise lawful, inasmuch as 
the Prince had no authority to estab- 
lish the same, and that a reconcilliation 
coultl only be effected if the right of 
appointing all Bulgarian oflict-rs be 
vested in the Czar. Tliis latter propo- 
sal created an exceedingly unfavorable 
impression, and is calculated to in- 
tensify the already existing spirit of 
opposition.

Orillinc in a Seoludcd Part op New Jer- 
sey, 

New York, Sept. 15.— The World 
Bays that socialists are drilling regular- 
ly in a secluded portion of New Jersey, 
and claims that one of its reporters 
joined tho band and obtained valuable 
information. Members of the organiza- 
tion arrived at the silk mills in Hobo- 
keD some time ago from Germany and 
Chicago, and immediately began to 
sow the seeds of discontent. On every 
Sunday morning since the middle of 
May a rnguhr military drill has taken 
place. The men say they are organizing 
for rebellion and hiivo been purchasing 
revolvers right along.

HE UK MOST IN DANGER. 

WANTED IN CHICAGO FOR COMPLICITY IN 
THE HAVMARKET MA88ACRE, 

New York, Sept. 13.— The anarch, 
ists in this city begin to fear that their 
imprisoned leader, John Most, stands 
a chance of keeping the seven men con- 
demned men in Chicago company. A 
telegram from that city announces that 
Judge Gary will draw a special grand 
jury, and the Cook county officials 
have made preparations for demanding 
the extradition of Herr Most in order 
to try him on a charge of conspiracy in 
the Hayniarkot massacre. The possibil- 
ity of such a course has been consider- 
ed probable among a great maay of 
those who followed tho big trial of 
Spies and his conirados. The worst 
piece of circumstantial evidence is the 
letter on the Hocking Valley agitation, 
written by Most and found upon Spies 
at the time of his arrest. The obtaining 
of dynamite is in that epistle spoken of 
as an absolute necessity, and Most says 
he can supply tho party with any 
amount that might bo required. An- 
other feature of Most's supposed in- 
fluence upon the Chicago anarchists 
and the inciting to riot was produced 
by tho admission of the notorious pam- 
phlet, "Elements of Revolutionary 
Warfare," as evidence against tne ac 
cused men. A Chicago official visited 
tho district attorney's otlice of this city 
in relation to the extradition of Most, 
and it has been ascertained that there 
is an efl'ort made to have him brought 
to Chicago this month, although his 
terra at Black well island does not ex- 
pire until April next. 

OHIO GKAVE-BOBBERS. 

Solution of the Horrible Toledo Trunk 

MV8TERY. 

TOLEDO, (O.), September 12.— The 
mystery of the body found in a trunk 
at the depot has been solved. It was 
the body of Belle Bo wen of Reedsville, 
O., who was buried on Friday. On 
that night Dr. G. EL. Blaine, editor of 
the Attica Journal, and Dr. M. E. 
Wi'son exhumed the body, packed it 
in a trunk anil shipped it to Bellevue, 
when Wilson brought it here. Dr. 
Blaine has been arrested and so has 
Dr. Wilson. Miss Boweu was a hand- 
some girl of 17. The desecration of her 
gravo has caused intense excitement 
throughout that section of the 
State, for it is feared that wholesale 
grave robberies have been committed 
there for years. A general investiga- 
tion of all the cemeteries is to be made, 
and if many graves are found ritled it 
will fare ill with Dre. Blaine and Wil- 
son, indignation being at white heat. 
They were supplying subjects for the 
dissecting rooms at the Toledo Medi- 
cal College.

Kingston, Ont., Sept. 14.— The 
weather is bad for the military camp. 
There is rain nearly every other day, 
with chilly nights. The review will be 
held on Saturday. 

Mrs. Smith, of Collins' bay, fell in 
love with the hired man wh'le her hus 
band was away. Yesterday they eloped 
and cauie to Kingston. Smith returued 
home and ran the pair down. He as- 
saulted the hired man and recovered 
his repentant wife. 

Montreal, Sept. 14. — Tho first 
snow of the season fell here about 2 
o'clock this morning.

This discovery, as Htated at 
the time, was communicated by M 
Oppert of the Institute, to the Aca ien y 
of Inscriptions and Be le.->- Letters a 
its meeting of January 29th last, which 
learned body, in its latest report, fully 
recognizes the importance of that ilis- 
covery. In fact, the report, after a 
thorough discussion of the subject, 
states: "It is more than likely— und in 
this consists the great value of this ni w 
version, that in this fact wo have gain- 
ed a clue to an episode in the history 
of the children of Israol between their 
arrival in Egypt and Exodus. The 
very fact that the tribes of Jacob and 
the two tribes descending from Joseph 
should have leagued together in order 
to combat the Egyptians, explains the 
hostility of the Pharoahs, who did not 
know Joseph, he having arrived under 
the reign of tho Shepherds." This dis 
covery which has created much sensa- 
tion in France as well as in Germany, 
has now been accepted by the savants 
of both countries.— American Register.

GERMANY'S PATIENCE EX- 
HA USTED. 

Considerable comment haa been occa- 
sioned in diploimitic oirclos by a cable 
dispatch to the New York Staata Zeitupg 
which states, in substance, and on alleged 
authority, that Bismarck's patience with 
France is at an end, that hu propoaea to 
ini)uiro by a pertinent note why the press 
of France continually insults Germany; 
why France ia increasing her army and 
supplying it with the latest improved 
breech-loading riHes, and that, strength- 
ened by the Bupport recontly won back 
from Russia, and by the renewal of the 
ulliunce with Austria recently made at 
(iaBtoin, Prince liismarck will, in clear 
and unmistakable tones, demand an ex- 
planation of France, and failing to receive 
it may take summary measures to termi- 
nate a condition of things which is de- 
clared to be insupportable. This inform- 
ation has not boen confirmed by any dis- 
patches which have beun received here, 
and the statements above referred to have 
not been cabled to auy of the English 
press. Persona who hold close relations 
with the Gorman legatiou, however, are 
of opinion that it is not improbable that 
Germany may soon make some sort of a 
diplomatic demonstration against France, 
with which country her relations have 
hoon for some time somewhat straiued. 
This announcement, whether it be cor- 
rect or not, is quite in harmony with the 
attitude of the official organ of the Ger- 
man empire during the recent western 
crisis. That inspired journal haa always 
maintained that Frunce was the only 
enemy that Germany needed always to 
watch, and the latest events in Europe 
may have induced the German chancellor 
to seek to put an end to a condition of 
affairB whicli continually threatens Ger- 
many on tho west and south, in order that 
he may direct his energies with better 
prospects of success to the east. 

THE DANGERS OF STOCK RAIS- 
ING. 

Reports from tho groat cattle nuges 
indicate that the business ialeaa profitable 
than formerly. There is talk of ovor-fed 
pastures and the necessity of thinning out 
herds and seeking fresh fields. The North- 
western Live Stock Journal finds mis- 
management a more fruitful source of 
failure than any natural condition". There 
was no complaint about want of profit un- 
til the business went largely into the 
hands of great companies. Undor the 
former systoni of management tho owners 
of herds were practical stack men, lived 
on the range, looked over their interests 
and made money. The great companies 
often delegate the control of affairs to in- 
experienced superintendent-), who are 
victimized by sharp dealers. They buy 
herds by book-account instead of by 
actual couut, and are often largely over- 
reached. In one notable instance the 
same herd was sold twice to the agent of 
an English company on opposite Bides of 
a range. Tho initial blunder in the size 
of a herd runs through all subsequent cal- 
culations of increase and expenses. The 
company is anticipating profits on cattle 
which do not exist, for them, at least, and 
making eipenditurea on the same scale. 
When the herd ib marketed there ia a 
shrinkage in values, and the businosa gets 
a bad name. There ia no doubt that 
cattlo-raiaing is profitable when well man- 
aged, but, like any other business, it 
needa the eye of tho master to moke it so. 
If British noblemen who are seeking to 
ingraft absentee landlordism on American 
institutions and found great landed estates 
in the Western Territories, come to grief 
in their speculations there will be no oc- 
casion for many tears. Tho stockmen 
who live in tho ranges and look after thoir 
own uti'airs will bo likely to prosper, what- 
ever happens to their absentee competi- 
tor!. 

THE SILVER GLUT. 

Silvor is falling steadily in value. It 
is now at a discount of 35 per cent, and 
its production has suddenly become un- 
profitable. Silver mine owners, who a 
year ago were considered millionaires, are 
now comparatively poor. No now mines 
are being opened anywhere and many old 
mines, which have produced largely, are 
shut down. The whole industry is par- 
alyzed. Silver being a drug, miners are 
turning their attention to gold, and low aB 
well as high grade sulphuret ores carrying 
gold are sought as an investment. Cari- 
boo and other soctions of the mainland 
and some portions of t his island have 
largo and well defined lodes of this des- 
cription of rock. A few years ago great 
expense attended tho working of t his class 
of ore. Lately science haa made long 
strides, and the grand result* at 
the Tread well mine show what can 
be done with rock that assays only 
5*0 a t in, A profit of nearly 
$100,000 a month is worth climbing the 
North Pole to get. But why go to the 
North Polo — or rather to Alaska — in search 
of Hulpburets when British Columbia con- 
tains them in abundance? The paper of 
Mr. Koch, a continuation of which appears 
in The Colonist to-day, contains informa- 
tion of grout value. ft is mont instructive 
and should be studied carefully by all who 
havo any intention of embarking in gold 
mining enterprises in this country. 

NOT EASILY DENATIONALIZED. 

Up to the present timo the Germans 
have not achieved any striking success in 
their efforts to Germanize tho inhabitants 
of Alaaco-Lorrainn. What result ) time 
may reserve for thomono cannot say; but 
the task oi the conquerors will cortainly 
bo rendered easier by the death, which 
is just announced, of Mons. Dupont dea 
Logos, Bishop of Met/.. The deceaaod 
prelato, who has hold tho bishopric sinco 
1842, was a staunch Frenchman; and his 
appearance in ecclesiastical coatunio in 
the German parliament among tho little 
band of Alsatiatm and LorraTuers, who 
form the protecting party against the 
German domination, used to cause con- 
siderable annoyance to the majority of the 
members of that assembly. That a new 
generation should accopt thu existing 
state of things is highly to bo desired; 
but one cannot refuse one's admiration to 
the older men who have hoped against 
hope and are going dowu to tho grave 
true to the old lovo to the end. And 
Franco haa had no truar lover than tho 
late BiBhop of Metz.

SHOT FOR A BEAR. 

Tragic IKntli Near Wllkcson, 
W. T. 

Through Conductor Alexander Hill, of 
the .Shore Line tho Times loams of the 
tragic death 'of Joe Schafl'er, near Wilke- 
Bon, on Saturday morning. It seems that 
Joe Mitchell, proprietor of tho Wilkeaon 
stone quarries, A. H. Hill, a iancher,and 
Joe Schaffer, had gone int. > the adjacent 
hills fur a bear hunt. By some means 
they separated and remained apart for a 
time — each hunting on his own account. 
Mr. Hill, who was coming down a hillside 
heard a rustling in tho bush. lie halted, 
peered into tho foliage, and seeing a mov- 
ing figure off some thirty yards, took it 
for a boar and fired, only to discover a 
moment later that he had shot and killed 
Joe Schaffer, his companion hunter of an 
hour before. The ball passed through 
Sohaffor'a neck,*cutting*tho jugular vein 
and severing tho spine at thu base of tho 
head. One agonized cry and all was 
over. By the time Hill reached his vic- 
tim he waB dead. Joe Mitchell was called 
and came to tho scene to he shocked be- 
yond expression. He and Schaffer hud 
been collogo mates and only a few days 
Mitchell induced Schaffer to come over 
from Portland and take a position with 
him. The feelings of Hill can be better 
imagined than described. Ho ia anguish* 
ed at his deed and suffers terribly. Of 
Mr. Sohaffer'a antecedents Conductor 
Hill knew nothing. — Seattle Times.

Scfiwatka Ascends to th«> livit-ht 
of 7.200 Feet. 



Nkw Yoke, Sept. 20.— The Times haa 
a dispatch from Frederick Schwatka, in 
command of its Alaskan expedition, dated 
at Sitka, September 10'h, via Nanaimo, 
B.C., September 19th. Schwatka fays 
that his party on .luly 20th got to a 
height of 7,200 feet above the sea level 
on Mount St. Elias. This is tho highest 
climb ab ve the snow level ever made. 
One of Sohwatka'a moat important dis- 
coveries was an immense river emptying 
into Icy B.»y, which is a mere indentation 
of the coast, sixty miles west of Yakut.it 
Bay. The stream is from a mile to a mile 
and a half wide, 800 to 1,000 yards of 
which ia running water and the remainder 
being at low tide mud, sand and gravel. 
It was aurmiBed at tho time and nfter- 
warda partially corroborated, that the 
great river is entirely too big in every way 
to bo drained only seaward from the 
slopes of tiie St. Eliaa, also in the vicin- 
ity of the mountains from which it ap- 
parently cornea. It must head far beyond 
the range and break through them. Its 
muddy water from the glaciers discolors 
all die waters of Icy Bay and for many 
miles out to sea. It was named Jones 
river, after George Jones, of the New 
York Times. It is not thought to be 
rivalled by any Alaskan river emptying 
into the Pacific ocean. 



<in.s vs. Electricity. 

To run Euitok: In your article in 
Sunday's issue you attempt to show that 
the figures I produced in reference t » 
"Gas vs Electricity" are not correct. My 
letter appeared just in time tj assist the 
committee or, I might say, for the injury 
of my calculations, aa evidently the evi- 
dence given was given purposely to break 
down my calculations, and no doubt the 
officials and all employed around tho 
works gave the best possible evidence in 
its favor, as you noticed the alacrity in 
which the treasurer (in interrupting a 
witness) gave the price of coal and wood 
and questions were put bearing directly 
on this point. 

In bringing this matter before yonr rend- 
ers it is not with any object of finding fault 
with the present council, as I believe they 
are as good as any that have preceded thorn; 
and, in fact, thoy have to be credited with 
having tho good judgment in bringing for- 
ward this investigation. As a ratepayer f 
wished to point out to others the excessive 
expenditure arising by lighting 
the city by electricity instead of 
by gas, and when 1 have done 
so f wish also to state that I have no inter- 
est whatever, monetary or otherwise, in the 
Victoria Gas company. Jt is only from 
what I have read of other cities ami their 
experience with electricity that 1 sound this 
note of warning, and would like our city 
authorities to pause and retlect before our 
fate becomes like theirs. 

In roforenco ti your calculations of 
coal you statu that it ia tho intention of 
the authorities to use slack coal. Now, 
you make this statement in order to make 
tho calculation look well, or perhaps you 
aro not awure that buch coal cannot bo 
used constantly or, in fact, a very small 
quantity in comparison t i the other. 
Now, take the ovidenco of the engineer — 
three tons for eight hours — and tho tost 
was made lately when the moonlight even- 
ings have boen longer and brighter than 
any period of the year, — every citizen 
can boar t ;atiniony to this. I consider 
the test is not a reliable one, and the 
trial under such circumstances is very 
misleading. 

Even at tin; engineers figures we can- 
not count on leas than 12 hours lighting 
during tho greater part of the year, or 
say, 

5 tons coal and one cord of wood 
per night of 320 nights per an- 
num, counting at tho treasurer's 
-v' figures, £5 50 V ton, would nit. ..$10,080

IRELAND. 
Bklfa.st, Sept. 21. — Rioting was re- 
sumed at dinner time at the junction of 
Northumberland and the Falls road by 
Catholic mill-hands stoning the polico on 
duty to keop the Orange Queen's Island 
ship men from coming in contact with 
tho mill hands. Tho stoning was so 
heavy and skillful that the police had to 
retreat °a faraa Shank Hill. Here thoy 
wore reinforced and drove the mob back, 
capturing a number on the way. While 
this battle was going on another mob in 
another locality attacked with stones tho 
Black Watch regiment of Welshmen, al- 
though tho soldiers were fully armed and 
in fighting array. The troops, with fixed 
bayonets, charged in double quick time 
OU the mob and drove them from tho 
aceno, wounding great numbers of rioters 
and arresting two. Still another mob 
got into a fight in a tramway car stable, 
and surging out into tho street threw a 
paSsjng car from the track and overturn- 
ed it. The car was at tho time filled 
with passengers. The mob that over- 
turned this car evidently had not iiit jnd- 
od to do it, They wore lighting a purely 
religious tight, but the locality was in- 
fested with rowdies, and when these loaf- 
ers saw tho car tilled with passengers 
they fusilladed it with stones. The tarror- 
strickon passengers crowded close under 
tho seati and under one another and 
shielded themselves as boat they could 
with mats and sunt sections. Several were 
hurt. Tho situation was perilous until 
the military rescued them and escorted 
them to a place of safety. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Sept. 21. — Lord Randolph 
Churchill, in tho house of oommons this 
afternoon, replying to questions, said 
that in tho event of a rising in Bulgaria, 
which he did not apprehend, tho British 
government would act constitutionally 
and advise the crown to act as in their 
opinion would be best calculated to pro- 
tect tho interest! of the people.

Revolt in Madrid-— .The Iftcbels 
Routed.

SPAIN. 

MADBID, Sopt. 20. — A revolution was 
attempted last evening by a number of 
Spanish troops quartered in tho city. 
The up rising was ill-planned and ill- 
managed and practically amotintod to 
little more than a mutiny, The trouble 
ivaa inaugurated by a regiment of infan- 
try quartered in Gibblas barracks. The 
soldiers revolted, broke down tho parti- 
tion wall that separated thorn from quar 
tors occupied by cavalry, and intermingled 
with men of two cavalry regiments, a 
number of whom joined in tho revolution. 
Tho otiicora of all the throe regiments did 
all in their power to dissuade tho men 
from revolting, but three hundred sol- 
diers, after beating, a number of officers 
and wounding three, deserted from tho 
barracks nnd marchod in two bodiea 
throughout tho town. The insurgents at- 
tempted among their lirht exploits to so- 
euro possession of arBonala and barracks 
which l hey attacked with open tiro, but 
all these places were well and successfully 
defended, and the rebels wore repulsed 
and finally withdrew all together. Thoy 
then attacked and got possession of the 
Southern railway. By this timo the 
authorities had taken in the situation and 
had fully prepared to muster it Loyal 
troops marohed to the railway and, after 
a short tight, they completely dislodged 
the revolutionists, who disporsud into tho 
country. 

The rebels shot General Velandc for 
refusing to join them. Thoy also mor- 
tally wounded the Count Marnsala and 
killed a colonel of artillery. It is learned 
to day that the revolution waa led by 
Brig, General Vallacampa. He escaped in 
a special train which left, the aity on the 
Southern railway. The loyal troops aro 
scouring tho suburbs of Madrid in search 
of the fugitive rebels, Telegrams from the 
provinces show that tho public order re- 
mains undisturbed, A number of insur- 
genta were taken prisoners. This morn- 
ing there ia no appearance of revolution 
or of disorder; when the insurgents tied 
from town part of them compelled the 
station master to pDce at their disposal 
special trains by which thoy made the 
(light to Alcade do Henrez. Large num- 
bers of civilians joined their ranks and 
when the authorities summoned the mili- 
tiry to put down tho insurrection the 
rebels made a stand for a while against 
the loyal troops, and it was in the first 
bru»h between tho opposing forces that 
General Velande and the artillery colonel 
wero killed. 

IRELAND. 
Belfast, Sept. 21.- — Desultory rb ting, 
accompanied by firing, continued through 
the city during all of last night. Two 
policemen wero seriously wounded and a 
number of citizens were injured. How- 
many of the li tier wero hurl is not known, 
because friends of many of them carried 
them away before tho authorities cotild 
secure them for hoapitil treatment. 
Twenty arrests were made during the 
night. Catholics evince a most bitter 
spirit against tho police and soldiers. Tho 
appearance of a single constable in one 
if the troubled districts last night was 
graetod with a volley of stones. Aspect of 
affairs thia morning is threat oning and 
more tiring ia oxpected. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Sopt. 21. — Gladstone pub- 
lishes a letter again denying the Protes- 
tants' oft repeated reports that ho is 
about to join the Catholic ohurch. He 
says: "The statement that I intend" to 
become a Roman Catholic is a revival of a 
miserable falsehood, reproduced from 
time to time, without a shadow of ovi2 
dunce for baHia, and ia unworthy of notice 
until it assumes a charat t sr very different 
from merely calumnious invention." 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Boston, S.qii 20. — Yesterday tho 
steam yacht Gracie encountered a heavy 
squall in the ship channel bttween Gal- 
lops and Lovell'a island in linnton harbor. 
When the squall had passed over, her 
crew discovered a sloop yacht bot- 
tom up about a mile oaat of tho island. 
As tin- Gracia approached her she righted 
and sank in 116 feet of water. Two men 
in a bout, who had seen her capsize, said 
she seemed to be full of passengers. No 
bodiea could bo found and the yacht auuk 
before t'no name on her stern could bo 
read.

TIIE COUW1.V SEIZURES. 

The New Yovti "Herald" on 
I lie Outrage. 

Prospect of a Lively Diplomatic 
War. 

Washington, Sopt. 11, 1885, 
Tho seizure of the British schooiiora in 
Alaskan wutors found freighted with fur 
sealskins was effected on the high sons, 
between sixty and a hundred miles from 
any land, They wero takon pursuant to 
instructions issued to the commander of 
the Unitod States ro venue steamer Cor- 
win, and baBod upon statutes of tho 
United States which have been passed 
since the acquisition of tho territory of 
Alaska. The adjacent waters, over which 
the Russian government claimed exclu- 
sive jurisdiction, ombraco an area of 
several hundred thousand square miles. 
Over thoao waters the laws of tho United 
Statos relating to customs, commerce and 
navigation are extended, the boundaries 
being defined, "and watera of the terri- 
tory ceded to the (Totted States hy tho 
Emperor nf Russia hy treaty of March 
30, 1867." 

The seized vessels are now at Ounalas- 
ka, one of the Aleutian group of islands. 
Tho Herald's special from Ottawa to-day 
refers to Canada's prompt demand for the 
inst tnt and unconditional release of the 
Alaskan sealers, and says that the docu- 
ments have boen forwarded to Wash- 
ington for the British minister's im- 
mediate action. Tho state department has 
notreceived anyinformation concerning the 
intention of the British minister, but it is 
believed the matter will speedily assume 
diplomatic character "f ordinary propor- 
tions The United St:it;:s courts in Ore- 
gon or California formerly hud exclusive 
jurisdiction over all violations of law in 
Alaskan waters hut for several years there 
tins been a United States district court at 
Sitka, and it is before the judge there 
that the United States treasury oflicials 
will proceed to legally investigate the 
charges, 

Tho dht nice from the nearest point In 
the United States is so great that inter- 
course with Sitka is. not frequent, It is 
held by law otlicers of tho government 
that tho statutes covering their .seizure aro 
very plain. Whether they are in viola- 
tion of international law i.s another ques- 
tion. But the iiifuxaiation already ivt 
hand says that the vesselj were tikon on 
tho high seas, Besides tlu; forfeiture. of 
the vessels, thoir tackle, apparel, furniture 
and cargo, the officers and crow are liable 
to tine utid imprisonment. It. is unoffi- 
cially understood that the owners of the 
seized vessels are citizens of Canada, or 
rather of BritiBh Columbia. Their state- 
ment is that the seizure wan an unlawful 
act, and besides unking for tho immediate 
release of these vessels they will also tile 
a bid of damages for hit irforence with 
their legitimate business. 

Washington, Sept. 12, L88'». 

The seizure of the British vessels ia 
Alaskan waters, it is found upon exami- 
nation, may involve our government in a 
diplomatic controversy with Oreat Britain 
of an important character. It iB believed 
that the commander of tho C'orwin merely 
enforced tho law as his instructions re- 
quiro him to do. His act being in con- 
formity with the law the secretary of the 
treasury has no authority to annul the 
act or exorcise his judgment as to whether 
the acts of congress are unoonstit itional, 
or not in harmony with international law. 
Congress and the United SUtjs are the 
only two 9<iurcos i f othcial power to ordtr 
the roleaso of the vessels, and neitlier may 
act upon the iiuestion in a hurry. Even 
the President, it is said, cannot interfere 
until tho matter has been judicially de- 
cided. 

WtU, ENGLAND BE PATIENT ? 
On the other hand tho claim of erui- 
notit domain over a largo pal t of the high 
seBB is so contrary to tho law of nations 
that Euglaud, it is thought, wit) not 
patient > endure the di?luy which legisla- 
tive or judicial action may involve. The 
question is not one, either, winch the 
state depai tmeat con settle. The acts of 
congress requiring the commander of tho 
Oorwin to do whet he did are laws of tho 
land and cuiniot be abrogated by any de- 
partment of the government. . The issue 
will bo plainly and forcibly presented. In 
the demand for their roloase, that the 
seizure cannot be defended on any ground 
and that the laws alleged to have been 
vio'atbd have no basis of right to suetiin 
them. Forcible possession by British 
vessels may follow any attempt to delay 
compliance with the demand for the order 
of their immediate roleaso.

EDWARD WATK1N, If I. I». 

What He Thinks of the Cana- 
diiiH PaclQc Railway; 

Curious lo See Esquimau. 

(Montreal Qiuette.) 

Sir Edward Watkiu, for tunny years 
president of the Grand Trunk railway, ia 
in the city for a visit, and is the gueat of 
Mr. Joaeph Hickaun. To a Gazette re- 
poitor, who culled upon him late lust 
evening to learn from him the object of 
hia visit, he said : 

"L same here merely as a tourist, and 
have been paying a farewell visit to my 
old employe', Mr. Hickaon, whom I 
brought out here iu 1882. This will 
probably be my last visit '.o this country, 
and my only objoct, in it waa tj see the 
Canadian Pacific railway. I su<fgosted 
the idea long ago, and brought a good 
deal of influence to bear oil the matter, 
but others took it up and carried out the 
idea a good deal more ably, I have no 
doubt, than [ could have done. 1 will go 
on over the lino in a day artwo to British 
Columbia. I will so from Victoria to 
San Francisco, und back to Montreal by 
one of tho American linos via Chicago. I 
will be back in two weeks, and I will 
then hu on to New k'ork." 

"What do you think of the prospects 
of the Canadian l'acilic railway ?" asked 
the reporter. 

"That depends on what uaa the Imper- 
ial government makes of it. If they UEe 
it aa a military and postal road it has a 
great future before it, and Canadians 
should force them to uae it as a route to 
the oast. I am going to sen for myself 
the harbor at Bsquirnalt, which, 1 am 
told, is finer than that of Halifax, and, 
indeed, one of tho llneat in tho world. 
Tho government should make it a first- 
class f oi tress, and would do so if properly 
pressed. If ic were fortified, and un arsenal 
eaiablished thoro, it would form a point 
W appni against Russia, and, in fact, 
everybody. It would be an advanced 
post in the Pacific, like Gibraltar or Malta. 
Such a scheme would bo in the interest 
both of Canada and the empire, and I in- 
tend to urge it iu parliament, That ia 
why I want to seo fie place for myself." 

"What do you think of the proposal to 
establish ranches for raising cavalry 
horses in the Northwestl" i 

"I think it would be a splendid placo 
for raising horses with the excellent pas 
turo and healthy climate west of Winni- 
peg and in the vicinity of Calgary. Why, 
at rive year* of age a horse would be a 
year older than it would be in England, 
ic would come to maturity so much faster. 
We seo this in Franco where tho horses 
raised in that favorable climate beat our 
horses of the aamo age." 

"How do Canadian securities stand in 
London!" was the next question, 

"The people there don't properly un- 
derstand them but will appreciate them 
when they do. They think of tho uutn- 
ber of shareholders who were ruined by 
investing in the (Irunk Trunk and do not 
like to ae^ tho Canadian government tako 
the Canadian Pacific in hand to cut tho 
throat or the other. " 

"But do they appreciate tho advantages 
of the Canadian Pacific 1" 

"They will when those are explained to 
them, but it will depend a good deal, aa I 
said before, on what use the Imperial 
government make of the road." 

"What do you think of our prospects 
of an increaaed immigration next year i" 
"Why," was the enthusiastic reply, 
"we have plenty of people to spare and 
they oould not do better than to settle on 
the fei tile belt. There is room therefor 
everybody, a heahhly climate, a fertile 
soil and altogether ono of the boat places 
in tliB world to settlo in. It is easy of 
access by the Canadian Pacific railway 
and if it.! advatil iges aro properly explain- 
ed there ought to be a very much laigor 
flow of immigrants into it next year than 
ever before." 

Sir Eaward ia n fluent talker and is 
thoroughly au jait with Canadian history 
und current events. Ho was paraonally 
acquainted with many of tho patriots of 
'37 and mo.it of our leading statesmen of 
former times and relates many interest- 
ing anecdutes concerning them. Ho 
apent m«.st of yesterday in tho Grand 
Trunk ujffioes, which he was shown over 
by Mr. /Hickaon.

A Very Important I>o<>.uinent. 

Since the demand for tho release of the 
sealing schoonor Onward, seized in Alas- 
kan waters, waa sent from Ottawa to the 
Colonial office for presentation at Wash- 
ington, a supplementary demand has 
been forwarded through the same chan- 
nel. This ducument states that in a con- 
vention that was signed at St. Petersburg 
between England and Russia, one article 
guarantees to British subjec a, from what- 
ever quarter they may arrive, tho rights 
to forever enjoy privileges of navigation 
or fishing in tho Pacifia ocean or any part 
thereon. From this it is argued that, tho 
United States could not have roceived 
from Russia the right to tho exclusive 
navigation or fishing or sailing privileges 
in Alaskan waters,

Tho Old Channel company are 
doing vory well drifting; and a few bench 
claims are doing tolerably well. Mr. Al- 
lison thinks the camp will be a good one 
for some years. There wbb a nugget taken 
out of Slato crook tho other day worth" 
§215. The principal difficulty of mining 
in this district is tho comparative scarcity 
of water. Speaking of the storekeepers, 
our informant said that in soma cases 
goods aro actually being Hold cheapor 
than tbey could bo pruoured in Victoria; 
also that thoro is a foarful amount ef 
drunkenness amongst tho IudianB there, 
whioh he puts down to the fact of there 
being so many saloons that all aro not 
able to make a legitimate living

OUR MINES. 

Mr. Koch's "Valuable lteitort on 
the Cariboo Quart'/. 
Ledges. 

[Continual.) 
VA'IXST PBOgBSSKS. 

I must give you warning by calling your 
attention to tlio many processes being 
placed beforo tho public, or before moil 
not skilled in such business as mining and 
milling ore, for they aro tho only ones 
who can bo led ustray into such wild and 
impracticable schemes aa aomo of the 
processes are . 

I will refer you to some of the failures, 
and if your memory does not servo you 
well iu the matter you can get full par- 
ticulars from Win. Ireland, jr., state 
yeologiat of California. 

The first onn in my mind was intro- 
duced by a man 1 think named Meats, iu 
Chili, ton or more years ago, He became 
the rage in that yreat. mining oouutry. 
Hia process was, of course, a secret. His 
trials, like nil auch, were howovor public; 
oven those likely to fall into the trap were 
invited to make last) for themselves, all 
with good results. 

Many wealthy men became bankrupt 
by buying mines which ware too poor to 
be worked by ordinary process. The 
promoter was presumably interested in 
such sales. Tho matter became so pub- 
lic, and so many had invested their all, 
that an investigation was had, which re- 
sulted in tlio fraud lioing exposed and 
I he promoter went to prison, and, if ulive, 
is perhaps there yet. 

Among the more recent patent pro- 
cesses is the Kri«r process. 

Home twenty-swo year* ago, Meadow 
Lake district was discovered in the Sierra 
Nevada mountains, about thirty-live 
miles from the Central I'acilic railroad. 
The veins were extremely largo and well 
defined, many of them rich. A large town 
grew up, as it were, iu a day; mills built 
aud mines opened, when, tot ic consterna- 
tion of all, the ores were found ijo bo re- 
fractory, and up to this time they have j 
bullied the most skillful manipulators. 
About ten years ago, a man named Frier 
gave out that he had discovered it process 
by which the ore could bu worked. I, 
with many others, think that ho was hon- 
est in his beliof; but alter men of means 
had spent thousands of dollars in the 
erection of reduction works it proved to 
be an utter failure and, to this day, tho 
rich veins of Meadow lake lie dormant. 
A San Francisco company by latest ad- 
vioea aro shipping in and erecting a mill, 
to cost one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. Lot us hope the mystory has 
been solved as to the proper treatment of 
the ores. 

A more recent process i» one started 
some live years ajro in San Francisco and 
lately revived in Victoria. I had tho sat- 
isfaction of investigating it sumo time 
;>go, soon utter it was made public. 
Small works were erected iu Sacramento, 
but never started. 

It was taken east, and I was told that 
Jay Gould, and other moneyed men, all 
ignorant of such matters, took stock, and 
erected works in Colorado. 

If so, they quietly closed them down; 
not one of them is ot work oither in 
California, or, to my knowledge, in any 
i ther country iu tlio world. Every min- 
ing man in the world would hail with de- 
light such a procesB if it woro feasible. 

I cannot well afford to make the effort 
I am now making on behalf of your peo- 
ple and government and soo my work 
hampered by having some patent process 
sprung upon the public and proved to be 
an unmitigated failure aft^r coating in- 
dividuals or the government t.^ouainds of 
dollars; and the lank be laid on tho mines 
as being valueless, I refer those that 
have witnessed the process, aud feel 
anxious to investigate, to such men as 
Win. Ireland, Juur.S State goologist; 
Professor Prico. assayer and chem- 
ist ; C. A. Luclthardt. of Nevada 
metallurgical works, and H. Kustell, us- 
jayer, all prominent men in that branch 
id San Francisco. Kit her will bo pleased 
tu give them information on the subject. 

1 must not let any patent process es- 
cape me for fear you may deem it appli- 
cable to your ores, because I neglected t > 
report or atuo my views on tho subject. 
I therefore call your attention to an arti- 
cle in the Mainland Guardian of July Ulat, 
1880. 

1 do not deny the possibility of saving 
the gold by the process referred to in the 
artiole; but tim very fact of tho pulp or 
ground ore having to pass over a bath of 
molted copper explains nt onco that the 
ore must be dry-crushed, that prooess at 
once reduces the crushing capacity of the 
tho mill over ono- fourth as oomparod 
with wet -crushing ; and the Bame por 
diem cost of fuel and skilled labor goes 
on. 

Nest, in ordor to roach the gold, all 
the crushed ore, sulphureta, and vein 
gangue abko must pass over the raolton 
bath which requires fuel and skill to keep 
to the requisite temperature as well also 
does it require skill to keep tho pulp pass- 
ing evenly over the bath, aud lastly when 
your gold is gathered, you must reaort to 
the expensive method of parting tho pre- 
cious metals from the copper, which pro- 
cess alone would go far towards de-sul- 
phurizins and ohloridizing as now done in 
California. 

DIFPBBBHOK IB COST OK MINXNQ JN BRI- 
TISH OOI.DMBIA A 8 COMPABBD WITH 
CALIFORNIA. 

In the absence of statihtica, I will at- 
tempt to show the difference in tha coat 
of mining ami milling in California as 
compared with Cariboo, and tho very pro- 
bable results to be obtained from the 
energetic, careful and scuontifio handling 
of your large and well defined gold-boar- 
ing veins. 

Skilled labor, which includes mochaui- 
cal engineers, auiithn, millmon, and ehlor- 
idizurs oocts, in California, about four dol- 
lars pur diem. 

First-class miners and blasters cost §3, 
aud leoond-uloss from $2 75 to 02 50. Out 
side labor, including Chinese, averages §2 
per diem, Wood, for steam purposes 
will, no doubt, average, at this time, five 
aud a half dollars por oord, while the ores 
milled do not, in my opinion, yiold to ex- 
ceed eight and a half dollars por ton. 
That estimate may seem small to a Cali- 
fornia miner, but when it, io remembered 
the onormoua quantities of low-grade 
ores milled by such companies as the 
Plumas-Eureka, Sierra Buttis, Douglas 
Island, Doctor Zielio mine, and many 
uthors, it greatly reduooB the average na 
compared with the few stamps milling 
§12 to $'20 ore. And yot tho far-suoing 
capitalist of California finds investment in 
a quai bz rniuo one of hia beet investments, 
aud doui) not hesitate to erect tho beat 
machinery that ale ill can invent, whereby 
mining may bo made u legitimate branch 
of industry; and my examination of your 
voiiiB has led me t > carefully study the 
situation as compared with the above. I 
find Bkilled labor, as above, will perhaps 
uobf fiti pur dioin, good minors §4, aocond 
nlivsa «Sli. 50, while outside labor coats S3, 
and wood not to exceed por cord, 

While 1 feel safo in plaoing the milling 



value of your ores at from $17.50 to §20 
per ton, and I feel confident thut those 
figures cau be safely advanced from ton to 
twenty per cent, but I have endeavored 
to bo cautious in the examination of your 
mines, and my statements to your people, 
aud do not wish to cause thorn to be over 
sanguine until milling repultsare reached. 
1 havo made the above estimates as to 
cost after talking with your most promi- 
nent citizens, and estimate tho value of 
your ores after making ove? fifty assays 
from the different veins, and carefully 
testing the feasibility of chloridizing tho 
iiulphurots contained in the ore. 

UINSBAiOOiOAt SUKVKV. 

I deem it of tho greatest importance to 
the province that a systematic mineral- 
ogioal survey bo made, not alone of rfiis 
immediate vicinity, but of the outlying 
and surrounding country. Tho survey 
should be so managed as to keep pace wi h 
the prospect ir, rather than negiect. the 
work commenced by extending the exami- 
nation too far boyond present work; for, 
by extending the survey beyond present 
developments, you deprive tho prospector 
"f tlio assistance and advice of your engi- 
n er. 

As I have previously el tied tho govern- 
ment can materially aid aud assist tho 
prospector in his work of development, 
und often save him much time and money 
by having an intelligent and prott'eal 
engineer near by to consult and to advise 
him aa to tho best method to prospect his 
ground, uud as to tiie probability of reach- 
ing pay-ore. 

In this connection ] will state that 1 
see a bill is present adjhefoie tho house in 
New Zealand whereby it is proposed to 
appropriate one hundred thousand pounds 
t) aid in developing tho mineral resources 
of tho colony; while the United States 
has, perhaps, Uio most complete and cx- 
tenaiva mineralogical survey system 
of any country in the world, 
and the result is — whatf English 
and French capital come to the 
United States in preference to any other 
couotry. They read, and have the min- 
eral resources of tile country explained to 
them constantly. 

Following upon t'10 heels of the annual 
mineralogical report, enterprising men go 
t ) London and Paris well supplied with 
samples of ore, and elaborate maps of 
mining property, and, gifted with nation- 
al jjo-ahead-ilivenees aud never-let go, 
they annually induce a lar»o amount of 
capital to come Into California, Nevada, 
Colorado, Idaho, Now Mexico and Ari- 
zona. Not one of theBo bt.i1 as or terri- 
tories but havo lurgo English and French 
companies successfully at work; and tho 
more capital they invest the better they 
aro pleased in case it yields from six to 
ten por cent per annum. 

That capital can bo turned hit her ward; 
not. however, by sitting supinely waiting 
for its coming. 

Ask an Englishman which ho would 
prefer — Canada or tho United States, and 
why, and ho will answer "Tho United 
States, beoauss thoro is more daah, enter- 
prise and go-a hei.d amongst tho people" 
Including Alaska, Oregon, California, 
Idaho and Montana, mining industries 
have almost surrounded you, and the out- 
side world scarcely knows that you are 
Iho possessors of sucn promising and well- 
defined gold and silver- bearing veius. 

Several years ago so eminent a man aa 
Professor Dawson took with him to .Mon- 
treal samples of the quart/, broken fri m 
tho croppings of your veins, and ropuit.d 
to you from five to six dollars per tin, 
aud encouraged you to hunt in those 
veins for richer ore, aa they were, beyond 
doubt, the sources of tho many millions of 
coarse gold intermixed with quartz taken 
from your creeks and benches, and no 
richer placer diggings woro ever discover- 
ed than your creeks and bencho* through 
which the veins pass. Do not forget that 
tho mountain will not come to you; on the 
contrary you must seek capitil and give 
it encouragement, and the day will come 
when your district will again rank as for- 
merly amongst the great gold producers. 

Capital, at present, is seeking invest- 
ment in the most remote corners of the 
globe. All manufacturing industries are 
overdone. Silver is a drug upon tho mar- 
ket and can scarcely hold its placo as a 
circulating medium, while, (including the 
product of the entire world) gold enough 
is not now produced to supply tho arts and 
sciences. Theu why not uae energy and 
push enough lo induce English capital to 
come to your district i 

In referring to capital seeking invest - 
incut I may refer you to the circumstance 
of an English company formed to work 
tho gold quart/, found in South Africa. 
Tn order to bo woll equipped in every de- 
tail, thoir mill was built in San Fran- 
oiaco, shipped overland to New York, 
thence t > England and transhipped to Na- 
tal ou tho south coast, where it had 
to bo hauled by cattle seven hundred 
miles inland. Also, one of u hundred 
stamps und necessary amalgamating pans 
was built in San Francisco and shipped 
to Peru, where, by rail aud mules it had 
lo reach tho giddy hoight of thirteen 
thousand feet, near the summit of tho 
Andes Mountains, to work a silver mine. 

MANAQF.KS OK .MILLS ANli MINING PBO- 
PKRTY. 

I can not too strongly impress upon tho 
minds of those proposing to invest in, or 
operate mines, in thia district, t he great 
importance of selecting nonu but the 
most competent of ment for their mana- 
gers. They should come with good refer- 
ences as to abihty and integrity. 

Favoritism, friendship, partnership, 
goud-honest-men-and too old-to-work, and 
suoh like considerations that cau bo ad- 
vanced for making appointments, which 
might lead to the ruin of a company, or, 
at least, tho useless expenditure of thou- 
sands of dollars, should till bo disoardod. 

Tho day ia past for appointing minis- 
ters out of place, highly-eduoat id phy- 
sicians und lawyers, or rich men's sons 
just out of college, because their fathers 
aro largely interested. 

Appoint some man who has had yoars 
of oxperienoe of vein mining, one who 
has cost some San Francisco or Eastern 
company half a million of dollars by 
Boroo blunder made yoars ago. Ho has 
hud exporiouco, and blushes, and wonders 
how ho could have made audi mistakes aa 
he has. Ho will, even now, make small 
mistakes, but ho is quick to discover and 
reaiody thorn. Good men can bo pro- 
cured, men that have worked in and 
holpod to open tho fjneat mines in tho 
world. 

A manager should be able to run an 
ongino, know how to run a mill In all its 
branches, know when each stump is doing 
duty, detect a loose mortar bolt, cut out 
any kind of timburs for shaft, drift or 
elsewhere, sharp a pick or drill, und, in 
fact, ho must be a miniature encyclopedia, 
ond ho must bo honeat, temperate and 
kind. _

REPORTED FINDING OF THE CUMBICHT 
LEDQE.

Through many weary years the 
search for the wondrous Guusigutuiine 
that wai reported to havo been discov- 
ered near the Nevada line about twenty 
five years ago, has been continued, and 
many bleaching human skullB boon the 
burning desert, the only evidence of 
the adventurors who went out to find 
the golden treasure. Many times it has 
boon reported found, but on careful 
observation it has been discovered that 
the real mine was not the lo3t and 
fabulous Gunsight, but yet the spirit 
of adventure lived and thrived, and 
the persons who had seen the speci- 
mens of gold from that opulent region 
believed with a firm faith that they 
could find the long lost region of rich- 
ness. 

In firm, brave faith, about a month 
ago a party left Los Angeles to search 
for the golden glory of the Pacific 
sloop. It consisted of A. F. Judsou, 
A. D. Spring and Barney Carter. They 
went by team via Cajon pass down tho 
Mojave over the Mojave desert in a 
northeasterly direction from Barstow, 
paasimr by Black's ranch, and south of 
Panamint around the foot of the Am- 
argosH mountains into that caldron of 
lire, Death valley, under the fervent 
heat of an August sun. Their object 
was to follow as nearly as possible the 
supposed trail that the lamented 
Goulder fo' lowed when he discovered 
vsst placers of gold and gathered it 
like the gleaning of a field of ripened 
grain. 

Into the dazzling white plain they 
went, the burning sand scorching their 
sore and swollen feet, and throngh the 
green goggles over their eyes the re- 
flected blazing light nearly ruined the 
sight of their weakened eyeballs. 

To add to the horrors of the scene, 
the bones of emigrants and prospectors, 
mules, burros and oxen lay on the plain 
where the possessors of these skeletons 
died fromjthirst, heat or starvation. 

The party followed the north star to- 
ward the land of their hopes. Occasion- 
ally a gr«at vulture sailed above them 
waiting to see when one of the party 
would perish to furnish him a coveted 
meal. In tbe back ground the barren 
mountain cliffs where no blade of grass 
ever grew co gladden the eye, afforded 
no relief, while the heat was terrible, 
and beyond the wsste of shining sand 
the fantastic forms of rugged rocks 
bounded the horizon and seemed to 
sink into the ocean of a deep blue sky. 
After passing out of the north end of 
the valley they entered the east range 
of tho Amargosa mountains. Here they 
became bewildered and utterly lost. 
The water barrels became dry and 
shrunk and fell in pieces, while the 
wagon shrunk and fell apart. Fortun- 
ately in that country wood ne^er do. 
oays, and pieces of the old wagons df 
'49 were found from time to time 
where the emigrants had burned a part 
of them to cook their food and then 
died, unhonored and unsung, Out of 
those remnants of wagons they kept 
their vehiclo in repair and pushed on, 
they knew not whither. Their thirst 
became intolerable, and on digging into 
the sand they aftor awhile struck 
water, but alas, it was salt. They drank 
of it but only increased their suffering. 
They poured it into the horses' mouths 
but the animals threw it out. 

At last, more dead than ulive, they 
reached the mountains where they 
found some timber and also some 
bunch grass for their horses and a 
spring of water. Prospecting was 
wearily and unsuccessfully carried on 
until one day when digging for water, 
they shoveled out gravel that abound- 
ed in coarHO gold in chunks of tho 
value of §1 to §5 apiece. They then 
knew that they had found the great 
place that Goulder discovered long 
years ago. They staked out a claim and 
gathered some of the precious metal. 
It thou seemed certain that they were 
near the famous Gunsight ledges, and 
and after long and tiresome searches 
they were rewarded with finding lodges 
of gold-bearing rock, silver ore, galena 
and copper. Tnesejledgea they located 
and B(!cured a large numoer of speci- 
mens. 

Then they begin their long weary 
journey toward Los Ange!en, some 200 
miles distant, where they arrived the 
othea day, soiled, ragged, bruised, sore, 
tired, with weakoncd eyesight and 
wasted strength. As soon as they had 
obtained refreshment thoy sent for a 
Herald reporter, to whom thoy showed 
their rich specimens and told their ro- 
mantic talo of suffering and success. 
Judson and Spring are in fair preser- 
vation, but Barney Carter was badly 
used up and was not able to receive 
company. 

Preparations for opening tho placers 
and using dry washers will begin soon 
and men, teams and tools will be en- 
gaged to open the ledges, Steel wheelu 
will be made for the wagons and gal- 
vanized iron barrels will he made to 
hold water. Nothing but steel or iron 
seems to be able to withstand the cli- 
mate of the great barren, burning death 
valley. 

By the time these preparations are 
completed it is likely that the heat will 
greatly model ate. 

Tho returning party will go from 
Los Angel"ato a point near Tehachapi 
by rail, and then by teams to the land 
of gold, It is likely that about three 
weeks will elapse before the expedi- 
tion will get under way. In the moan 
Jime the discoverers are jubilnnt at the 
thought that thoy have found the Gun- 
sight mine and tho Goulder placers,
